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Luke  xvi.  19,  20. 

‘There  was  a  certain  rich  Man y  who  was 
clothed  in  purple  and  fine  linen ,  arsd 
fared  fumptuoufy  every  Day .  And  there 

was  a  certain  Beggar  named  Lazarusy 
who  was  laid  at  his  gate  full  of  fores. 

WE  find  Jefus  fo  frequently  informing  his 
hearers  by  allufions  drawn  from  human 
life,  or  by  appeals  to  the  common  objeds 
of  fenfe,  that  one  of  the  Evangelifls  tells  us,  with- 
44  out  a  parable  fpake  he  not  unto  them.”  And  it 
was  doubtlefs  with  the  higheft  reafon,  that  he  chofe 
this  method  of  delivering  his  dodrines.  Many 
reafons  appear  to  us  for  this  indired  and  figurative 
way  of  inftrudion ; — as  it  was  the  general  manner, 
among  all  the  Eaftern  fages,  of  conveying  their 
leffons  of  morality  to  the  people.—  As  it  was  a  me¬ 
thod  of  teaching,  which  was  the  beft  received  and 
in  the  higheft  repute  with  that  nation,  to  whom  our 
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Saviours  difcourfes  were  principally  addreffed;— -But 
chiefly,  as  it  was  better  fitted  than  any  other,  for 
general  information.  Rules  of  duty  or  prudence 
were  more  flrongly  convey’d  and  more  clearly  un¬ 
derflood,  were  given  with  lefs  offence  and  a  died  with 
more  force,  when  deliver’d  in  thefe  familiar  ex¬ 
amples,  than  in  the  mofl  natural  drefs  of  words, 
or  the  moft  eafy  method  of  reasoning.

Thefe  fabulous  relations  were  defigned  for  uni- 
verfal  inftrudlion,  to  fuit  every  underflanding,  and 
apply  to  every  temper,  the  illiterate  and  carelefs, 
as  well  as  the  more  learned  and  attentive.  This 
is  aflign’d  as  one  of  the  principal  reafons,  why 
Chrifl  fpake  to  them  in  parables,  that  <c  hearing 
they  hear  not,  neither  do  they  underfland  plain 
difcourfes,  relating  to  pradtice  and  manners,  were 
little  regarded,  made  but  a  weak  impreflion  on  the 
mind,  and  gained  no  admittance  to  the  heart.  But 
what  was  delivered  under  the  difguife  of  parable,  or 
covered  with  the  veil  of  allegory,  put  them  upon 
enquiring  into  its  hidden  meaning,  and  when  that 
meaning  was  difeover’d,  was  more  pointed  and  for¬ 
cible  in  its  application.  As  this  kind  of  narration 
was  drawn  from  examples  before  them,  and  from 
the  common  incidents  of  life,  it  feldom  failed  of 
diredting  them  to  that  point  of  view,  in  which  it 
was  chiefly  intended  to  be  feen  $  and  as  its  main 
deflgn  was  obvious,  it  carried  with  it  greater  energy 
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and  ftrength  of  convidtion ;  it  opened  their  under- 
{landing  and  convinced  their  judgment,  at  the  fame 
time  that  it  raifed  their  curiofity,  and  commanded 
their  attention.

Many  ufes,  which  tend  to  the  proper  direction 
and  government  of  human  life,  may  be  and  have 
been  made  of  this  excellent  and  inftruttive  Parable. 
It  fuggefts  to  us  feveral  appofite  truths,  well  adapted 
to  the  occafion  of  this  meeting,  and  fitted  to  pro¬ 
mote,  in  the  moft  effectual  manner,  the  laudable 
purpofes  of  this  humane  and  benevolent  inftitution. 

What  is  reprefented  in  the  Parable,  lies  open  aifo 
to  common  obfervation,  that  in  the  prefent  diftribution 
of  worldly  good,  many  abound  with  the  fuperfluities 
of  life,  while  others  want  the  neceffaries  of  it  j 
but  that  no  juft  concluiion  is  to  be  drawn  from, 
thence  about  the  favour  or  disfavour  of  Heaven  to¬ 
wards  thofe  on  whom  this  unequal  allotment  falls.— 
That  this  difpofition  of  things  gives  room  for  the- 
difcharge  of.  thofe  focial  duties,  which  belong  to  our* 
condition,  and  for  the.  exercife  of  thefe  tender,  and 
benevolent  affections,  which  make  a  part  of  our  na¬ 
ture.*— -That  we  are  made  accountable  to  our  fu- 
preme  Governor  for  the  practice  or  omiftion  of  thofe 
duties, Tor  the  cultivation  or  negleCl  of  thefe.  affec¬ 
tions  ;  and  that  a  juft  difcrimination  will  be  made- 
in.  another.  ftate  of  being,  fuitably  to  the  right:  or 
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wrong  application  we  have  made  of  the  talents, 
which  have  been  beftowed  upon  us  in  this. — That  if 
we  fail  of  pra&ifing  thefe  common  offices  of  huma¬ 
nity,  when  we  are  abundantly  furnifhed  with  the 
means  and  capacity  of  doing  it,  we  ffiall  become  ob¬ 
jects  of  God's  juft  difpleafure,  and  obnoxious  to  pu- 
niffiment ;  while  diftrefled  and  fuffering  virtue  will 
meet  at  laft  with  that  proper  diftindtion  and  recom- 
pence,  which  may  fo  reafonably  be  expedted  from  his 
wifdom  and  juftice,  when  the  lot  of  all  men  (hall  be 
determined  in  a  final  and  irreverfible  manner. 

It  is  not  indeed  faid  in  the  Parable,  by  what 
means  the  rich  man  had  gained  his  riches ;  whether 
they  were  the  acquifitions  of  induftry,  or  had  been 
accumulated  by  the  difhoneft  arts  of  fraud  and  op- 
preffion ;  whether  he  poffeffed  them  as  the  inheri¬ 
tance  of  an  antient  family,  or  had  opened  for  him- 
felf  a  fudden  fource  of  wealth  from  fome  lucrative 
commiffion.  But  in  whatever  manner  thefe  riches 
had  been  acquired,  it  appears  that  a  proper  and  cha¬ 
ritable  ufe  had  not  been  made  of  them ;  that  they 
had  not  been  applied  by  the  owner  to  fupply  the 
wants  or  to  relieve  the  neceffities  of  his  fuffering 
brethren,  as  a  fituation  of  fo  much  affluence  required 
of  him.  He  was  rather  difpofed  to  riot  in  all  the 
excefs  and  wantonnefs  of  a  voluptuous  life  $  to  in¬ 
dulge  himfelf  in  every  thing  that  could  gratify  his 
vanity,  his  pride,  or  his  appetite ;  the  delicacy  of 
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drefs,  the  fplendor  of  appearance,  the  elegance  and 
refinements  of  a  fumptuous  table. 

% 

But  his  mind,  either  corrupted  by  the  enjoyments 
of  fenfe,  or  deadened  by  habitual  indolence,  had  loll 
its  original  tendernefs,  and  retained  no  cornpaffionate 
fenfe  or  feeling  for  the  fufferings  of  others ;  fo  that 
he  had  none  of  thofe  generous  fentiments  and  nicer 
perceptions  of  humanity,  which  difpofe  men  to  melt 
at  the  affiidtions  of  their  fellow-creatures;  he  could 
look  unmoved  on  the  moft  melancholy  and  affedting 
image  of  human  mifery,  that  could  be  placed  before 
him.  It  was  this  hard  and  unpitying  temper,  as 
we  apprehend  from  the  fequel  of  this  ftory,  which 
expofed  him  to  that  fevere  punifhment  from  the  fen- 
tence  of  an  all-knowing  and  impartial  judge.  While 
deftitute  and  afflidted  Lazarus,  who  it  is  to  be  pre¬ 
fumed  was  not  tempted  by  his  hard  lot  to  murmur 
at  God’s  difpenfations,  but  preferved  under  all  his 
bodily  fufferings  an  upright  mind,  was  appointed  to. 
{hare  in  glory  and  happinefs  with  the  Father  of  the 
faithful. 

From  the  figurative  reprefentation  here  before  us, 
I  will  take  occafion  to  lay  before  you  the  different 
inducements  we  have,  and  the  various  obligations  we 
lie  under,  to  pity  and  relieve  our  fellow-creatures  : 
and  to  {hew* 


2 dty,  That  the  method  of  relief,  pointed  out  to  us 
by  that  humane  and  charitable  inftitution,  the  de- 
iign  of  which  we  are  now  aflembled  to  promote, 
has  many  peculiar  circumftances  to  recommend  it, 
which  render  it  one  of  the  greateft  ads  of  mercy  to 
the  proper  objeds  of  it,  and  one  of  the  mod  ufeful 
expreflions  of  our  good-will  to  the  community. 

And  the  firft  incitement  we  have  to  pity,  is  feated 
within  us  \  it  arifes  from  the  very  frame  and  confti- 
tution  of  our  own  nature.  We  are  fo  made  by  the 
Author  of  our  being,  that  we  feel  and  can't  help 
feeling  fome  emotions  of  compaflion  at  the  fight 
of  a  diflreffed  objed.  This  generous  principle  ex¬ 
cites  us  inftantly  to  reach  out  what  help  we  can  for 
removing  or  abating  the  mifery  before  us.  It  flops 
not  to  enquire  into  the  reafons  of  this  diflrefs  •>  it 
flays  not  to  have  the  matter  weigh'd  by  our  cooler 
judgment ;  but  interefts  us  immediately  in  favour  of 
the  miferable,  and  tries  to  relieve  the  follicitude 
we  are  under  by  the  relief,  which  we  afford  to  him. 
Whoever  then  is  unmov’d  by  applications  of  this  fort, 
and  can  look  with  indifference  on  a  fcene  of  great 
diflrefs,  mud  have  done  violence  to  the  tendernefs 
of  his  nature,  and  found  means  to  ftifle,  like  the 
rich  man  in  the  parable,  the  firft  didates  and  relent- 
ings  of  humanity. 
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What  we  feel  within  is  confirm’d  by  what  we 
fee  in  the  outward  appointment  of  things.  Good 
and  evil  happen,  we  find,  in  a  promifcuous  manner ; 
and  with  little  regard  to  the  merit  or  demerit  of 
thofe,  to  whom  they  fall.  This  unequal  proceeding 
and  irregular  ftate  of  human  affairs,  are  well  fuited 
to  a  ftate  of  probation ;  and  tend  to  exercife  and 
improve  the  moral  powers  and  difpofition  of  thofe, 
who  are  placed  in  thefe  various  fituations.  Every 
condition  of  life  has  its  peculiar  temptations,  to 
which  it  is  mofl  expofed  ;  has  its  refpedtive  virtues, 
which  it  is  beft  fitted  to  cultivate.  By  acquitting 
ourfelves  properly  in  thefe  different  conditions,  as  we 
beft  carry  on  the  purpofes  of  God’s  providence,  fo 
we  beft  anfwer  the  ends  of  our  creation. 

To  relieve  the  wants  and  diftreffes  of  others  is 
equally  agreeable  to  the  determinations  of  our  reafon. 
What  is  more  right  or  equitable,  than  that  <€  man 
“  fhould  fhew  mercy  to  one,  who  is  like  himfelf?” 
one  endowed  with  the  fame  faculties,  born  to  the 
fame  natural  privileges,  engaged  in  the  purfuit  of 
the  fame  happinefs,  and  ally’d  to  him  by  a  partici¬ 
pation  of  the  fame  common  nature.  Some  indeed, 
by  the  advantages  of  birth  or  education,  are  exemp¬ 
ted  from  the  neceffities,  to  which  others  are  expofed. 
But  yet  all  are  liable  to  a  variety  of  accidents,  which 
may  affedfc  them  in  the  neareft  point  of  happinefs ; 
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all  are  fubjedt  to  weaknefles  and  diforders,  from  which 
no  outward  diftindtions  can  fecure  them.

Th  is  humane  condudt  has  alfo  the  fandtion  of  re¬ 
velation,  and  is  placed  before  us  in  every  light,  that 
may  engage  our  regard,  or  touch  our  affedtions.  It 
is  there  recommended  by  example,  and  enjoined  by 
authority  \  it  is  propofed  to  our  imitation  under  the 
fidtion  of  parable,  and  enforced  with  all  the  weight 
of  pofitive  precept.  In  all  the  difcoveries  indeed, 
which  God  has  been  pleafed  to  make  of  his  will, 
this  has  been  a  principal  part  of  his  injundtions  to 
men ;  in  the  laft,  he  made  it  a  neceffary  and  an  ef- 
fential  part  $  in  this  it  is  required  as  an  indifpenfible 
article  of  duty,  as  a  fignal  and  diftinguifhing  mark 
of  true  difciplefhip. 

We  have  a  farther  inducement  to  adts  of  mercy, 
if  we  view  this  amiable  quality,  as  exemplify’d  in  the 
Gofpel,  and  fet  before  us  in  a  living  and  familiar 
pattern.  We  there  fee  the  “Author  and  finifher 
of  our  faith  ”  conftantly  employ’d  in  fuch  works 
of  tendernefs  and  compaffion,  as  were  fuited  to 
the  various  wants  of  men  5  we  fee  his  benevolence 
to  them  expreffed  in  all  the  various  ways  of  mercy, 
in  which  it  can  well  be  fuppofed  to  exert  itfelf ; 
in  removing  all  thofe  ills  and  relieving  all  thofe 
infirmities,  to  which  by  the  condition  of  their  being 
they  were  fubjedf* 


Thus 


Thus  are  we  excited  by  the  fuggeftlons  bf  our 
nature,  warranted  by  the  unprejudiced  didates  of 
reafon,  required  by  the  awful  precepts  of  our  reli¬ 
gion,  and  encouraged  by  the  gracious  example  of  its 
founder,  to  employ  the  talents  entrufted  to  our  care, 
and  to  ufe  the  opportunities  put  in  oUr  power,  for 
the  benefit  of  our  afflided  brethren.  Thefe  God 
has  deputed  to  receive  our  good  offices  in  his  ftead, 
and  to  accept  thofe  returns  of  gratitude,  which  W6 
owe  to  himfelf.  When  we  are  exercifed  in  fuch  ads 
of  humanity,  we  co-operate  with  him  in  our  endea¬ 
vour  to  remedy  thofe  evils,  which  fpring  either 
from  the  abufe  of  men’s  liberty,  or  the  imperfedion 
of  their  nature,  * 

As  works  of  mercy  were  made  at  firfl:  the  ge¬ 
nuine  badge  of  Chriftianity*  fo  they  will  ever  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  effential  marks  of  a  fincere  Chriftian. 
They  are  reprefented  to  be  the  particular  objeds  of 
that  folemn  enquiry,  which  will  be  made  at  the  laffc 
.  awful  day  of  retribution  and  they  are  the  trueft 
indications  of  that  benevolent  fpirit,  which  will  beft 
qualify  men  for  the  participation  and  enjoyment  of 
heavenly  happinefs.  I  proceed  to  ffiew, 

2 dly.  That  the  method  of  relief,  adminifter’d  by 
this  humane  and  charitable  fociety-,  has  many  pe¬ 
culiar  circumftances  to  recommend  it,  which  render 
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it  one  of  the  greateft  a<fts  of  mercy  to  the  proper 
obje&Sj  as  well  as  one  of  the  mo  ft  ufeful  tokens  of 
our  goodwill  to  the  publick.  Its  relief  to  our  fel¬ 
low-creatures  is  given  in  two  different  ways  ;  by 
abating  the  force  of  this  dangerous  diftemper  by  an 
artificial  communication  of  the  Small-pox,  or  by 
affording  the  beft  helps  of  care,  diet,  and  medicine 
to  fuch  as  have  caught  this  (a)  difeafe  by  natural 
contagion  j  that  is,  by  means  of  thofe  noxious  fleams, 
which  are  known  to  ifluefrom  diftemper’d  perfons. 

It  is  not  neceflary  to  fettle  the  date  or  origin  of 
the  artificial  method,  by  which  this  diforder  is  given  $ 
now  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Inoculation* 
(b)  Learned  enquirers  do  not  feem  to  be  quite  agreed 

about 
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(a)  The  Small-pox  was  firft  defcribed  by  the  Arabians  in  the  6th 
century,  and  probably  brought  into  Europe  by  the  Saracens,  who 
conquered  great  part  of  Spain  in  714.  If  Was  very  common  and 
fatal  there  in  the  nth  and  12th  centuries  ;  and  John  of  Gaddefden 
fpeaks  of  it,  as  common  in  England  foon  after  that  time. — Freind’ s 
Hift.  ofPhyf.

(b)  The  Inoculation  of  the  Small- pox,  by  incifion  or  pun&ure, 
has  been  of  ufe  time  out  of  mind  in  Circaffia,  Georgia,  and  the 
countries  bordering  on  the  Cafpian  Sea  >  formerly  known,  but  fince 
difufed  in  Greece  and  T urkey ;  it  was  revived  at  Conftantinople, 
towards  the  end  of  the  laft  century.  Anno  1675,  by  a  woman 
of  ThefTaly,  who  performed  that  operation  with  great  fuccefs,  tho’ 

chiefly  among  the  common  people. - Condamine  s  Difcourfe  on

Certain  it  is  the  Small-pox  was  communicated  in  China  without 
any  incifion,  by  fnuffing  up  the  matter  of  the  puftules  dried  and  re¬ 
duced  to  a  powder.

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about  the  time  or  place  where  it  was  firft  pratftifed  $ 
tho’  its  progrefs  of  later  years  has  been  better  ascer¬ 
tained.  If  it  was  begun  by  an  ignorant  artift,  or 
firft  took  place  among  an  un-enlightned  people  5  yet 
it  was  not  brought  into  ufe  among  thofe  people,  till 
they  had  been  fatisfy’d  by  repeated  and  fufficient 
trials  of  its  expediency  and  ufe ;  till  it  was  found 
a  proper  means  of  preferving  the  human  Species, 
to  whom  this  diftemper  had  generally  been  fo  fatal. 
This  circumftance  fhould  by  no  means  obftrutt  or 
prejudice  its  reception  among  better  judges,  (c)  It 
rather  reflects  fome  difcredit  on  thofe  more  knowing 
<  and 

It  was  neither  Circaffians,  Georgians,  nor  Afiaticks,  that  intro¬ 
duced  this  practice  ;  the  firft  woman  was  of  the  Morea,  her  fuc- 
ceflfor  was4  a  Bofniac  ;  they  brought  it  from  Theflaly  or  the  Pelo- 
ponnefus.—  ■  Mr.  Porter’ s  Letter  prefixed  to  the  Tranflation  of 
Mr.  Condamine  s  Difcourfe,  by  Dr.  Maty . 

( c )  When  Inoculation  was  here  in  its  infancy,  and  matter  of 
difpute  among  the  learned,  we  find  both  fides  charging  each  other 
with  partial  accounts  and  inaccurate  reprefentations. 

The  number  of  thofe  who  died  in  the  year  1723,  of  the  natural 
diftemper,  was  falfely  charged  upon  Inoculation.  The  like  rumours 
were  propagated  at  Paris,  juft  as  they  were  about  making  experi¬ 
ments  ;  which,  after  the  fuccefs  they  had  been  attended  with  in 
England,  and  chiefly  in  the  Royal  Family,  it  was  high  time  to 
make.  They  would  have  been  encouraged  by  a  *  Prince,  the  pro¬ 
testor  of  learning  and  arts,  which  he  loved  ;  but  no  fooner  were 
his  eyes  clofed,  than  a  fThefis  was  maintained  in  the  Phyfick- 
fchools,  which  founded  the  alarm  againft  Inoculation.  The  opera¬ 
tion  was  called  criminal  j  thofe  who  performed  it,  executioners  5 
the  patients,  dupes.

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and  improved  countries,  where,  tho’  its  fuccefs  hal 
been  greater,  its  progrefs  has  been  more  retarded  by 
the  intrigues  of  partial  or  interefled  men  ;  where  the 
clear  proof  of  fafis  has  in  fome  degree  been  over-ruled 
by  the  fubtleties  of  the  learned,  or  the  unfupported 
fcruples  of  the  weak. 

It  is  fufficient  to  know,  and  that  we  do  know  by 
authentic  and  unaueflionable  evidence  $  the  certain 
experience  of  near  half  a  century  has  manifefted  its 
fuccefs  (d)  in  various  nations,  beyond  all  reafonable 
doubt  and  exception.  The  violence  of  this  diftemper 
has  apparently  been  abated,  its  malignity  leffened,  its 

danger 

Soon  after  Monf.  Hecquet,  that  moll  declared  enemy  td  novel- 
ties  in  phyfick,  publifhed  a  book,  in  which  nothing  appears  mo¬ 
derate  but  the  title,  “  Doubts  about  Inoculation.”  We  are  not  to 
wonder,  that  the  inoculation  of  a  diftemper  in  a  human  body  Ihould 
appear  criminal  to  him,  who  feems  not  to  think  the  practice  of  it 
on  trees  altogether  warrantable.  He  fays,  4  It  runs  counter  to 
*  the  Creator’s  views,  is  contrary  to  the  laws,  bears  no  likenefs  to 
4  phyfick,  and  favours  ftrongly  of  magick/  From  that  time  the 
hiftory  of  this  method  has  been  almoft  unknown  in  France ;  but 
in  England  it  is  in  greater  vogue  than  ever .~-Cond.  p.  12,  14*  15. 

(d)  While  this  pradlice  feemed  to  lofe  ground  in  Europe,  it  fpread 
in  Afia.  The  epidemical  difeafe  of  1723,  probably  went  round  the 
globe  ;  and  *  this  is  not  the  only  example  of  a  fimilar  progrefs. 

The  Tartars,  among  whom  the  fmall-pox  is  no  common  diftem¬ 
per,  were  infedted  with  it  5  and  it  proved  fatal  to  moft  of  their 
adults. 

The  Emperor  of  China  fent  phyficians  from  his  own  palace,  to 
fow  the  artificial  fmalh-pox  j  this  is  the  name  the  Chinefe  give  to 
this  method.  The  fuccefs,  no  doubt,  anfwered  their  expeditions  j 
fkice  they  returned  home  with  great  numbers  of  horfes  and  fkins, 
the  only  money  of  the  Tartars.— — Lettres  edit,  et  cur.  Tom.  15.

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danger  has  decreafed,  and  the  lives  of  many  thoufands 
in  this  country  have  been  happily  prcferved  by  this 
efficacious  and  falutary  practice. 

(e)  The  hiftory  of  paft  ages  affords  the  mod  me¬ 
lancholy  relations  of  the  dreadful  ravage,  that  has 

been 

(e)  A  Carmelite  miflionary,  near  the  Portuguefe  colony  of  Para  *9 
in  South- Ameiica,  feeing  the  Indians  of  his  million  carried  off  in 
1728,  and  1729,  without  any  one’s  efcaping,  by  an  epidemical 
fmall-pox  ;  and  having  already  loft  one  half  of  his  flock,  faved  the 
remainder  by  venturing  to  perform  upon  them  the  method  of  in¬ 
oculation  ;  of  which  he  had  got  but  a  very  fuperficial  knowledge, 
by  one  of  the  news-papers  from  Europe  :  His  example  was  followed 
with  the  like  fuccefs  by  one  of  his  fellow-miflionaries  on  the  banks 
of  Rio  Negro  f.  I  have  fince  heard,  that  the  fmall-pox  breaking 
out  in  1750,  and  ravaging  that  province,  the  artificial  infertion  was 
attended  with  the  fame  fuccefs. 

A  dreadful  fmall-pox  raged  in  Carolina,  1738  ;  every  one  of  the 
patients  died.  The  inhabitants  then  began  to  call  to  mind  the  ufe- 
fulnefs  of  the  remedy,  which  they  had  formerly  condemned  ;  re- 
courfe  was  had  again  to  inoculation,  which  proved  more  fuccefsful 
than  ever  5  fince  during  the  heats  of  June,  July,  and  Auguft,  the 
moft  fatal  to  inflammatory  diforders,  and  in  a  country  where  inocu¬ 
lation  never  fucceeded  fo  well  as  in  Europe,  of  1000  inoculated,  8 
only  died,  or  1  in  125.

1  am  informed,  that  inoculation  is  gaining  ground  apace  in  Hol¬ 
land  ;  and  that  Trenchin,  a  gentleman  of  Geneva,  and  a  celebrated 
phyfician  at  Amfterdam,  pra&ifes  it  with  fuch  fuccefs,  that  were  it 
not  for  popular  prejudice,  not  yet  fbfficiently  fubdued,  it  would 
likely  have  been  countenanced  by  the  moft  illuftrious  examples.  —

It  has  taken  a  happy  beginning  in  Sweden ;  and,  I  hope,  will  have 
farther  fuccefs  for  a  benefit  and  fupport  to  the  nation ;  efpecially  as 
it  is  favoured  by  the  greateft  men  in  the  kingdom,  and  approved  of 
by  its  moft  eminent  phyficians.—  Account  of  Inoculation,  by 
j D.  Schultz ,  p.  139.

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been  made  by  this  deftrudtive  malady  ;  it  has  vifited 
all  climates,  and  left  in  all  terrible  marks  of  its  pro- 
grefs ;  it  fpares  no  age  or  condition  $  and  thofe  leaft 
of  all,  who,  on  account  of  their  fuperiour  rank,  have 
been  brought  up  with  tendernefs.  Multitudes  have 
been  fuddenly  fwept  away  ;  whole  countries  have 
been  almofb  depopulated  by  this  peftilence,  that 
walketh  in  darknefs,  but  deftroyeth  in  the  noon¬ 
day  which  fpreads  its  poifon  and  fcatters  the 
feeds  of  contagion  in  a  rapid,  tho*  inexplicable 
manner ;  not  to  be  perceived  by  fenfe,  or  pre¬ 
vented  by  care ;  but  which  will  often  yield  to  no 
powers  of  medicine  that  can  be  adminifter’d,  amid 
the  greateft  light  of  fcience,  and  the  utmoft  im¬ 
provements  of  medical  knowledge. 

Let  us  then  take  a  fiiort  view  of  the  mifehiefs,  which 
it  brings  with  it ;  how  it  affedls  the  peace  and  hap- 
pinefs  of  individuals,  as  well  as  the  fafety  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  community. 

And  the  fear  of  this  loathfome  and  dangerous  dif- 
eafe  robs  many  of  the  chief  comforts  and  fatisfac- 
tion  of  life  $  it  throws  an  occafional  gloom  and  me¬ 
lancholy  over  the  livelieft  tempers  $  but  at  feafons 
of  general  alarm,  fo  depreffes  the  fpirits  of  the  timo¬ 
rous  and  defponding,  as  to  make  them  in  the  ftrong 
language  of  the  Apcftle,  u  all  their  life-time  fubjeft 
to  bondage/'  •  J

Men  cannot  flee  from  place  to  place,  to  avoid  the 
danger  of  infection.  The  condition  of  human  af¬ 
fairs  will  not  allow  it ;  the  fupport  of  life  is  not  to 
be  had,  the  wants  of  private  families  are  not  to  be 
fupplied,  the  bufinefs  of  civil  life  is  not  to  be  con¬ 
duced  on  thefe  terms;  multitudes  will  foon  be  re¬ 
duced  to  poverty,  manufactures  will  be  ftopt,  com¬ 
merce  will  ftand  ftill,  if  the  fecurity  of  individuals 
fhould  be  thus  confulted  ;  and  by  excluding  many 
from  places  of  publick  concourfe,  it  deprives  them 
of  the  opportunity  to  difcharge  the  offices,  and  to 
purfue  the  proper  bufinefs  of  their  profeffion.  It 
narrows  the  profpeCt  of  honours  and  advantages, 
which  a  more  free  and  enlarged  communication  with 
the  world  would  give  them.  By  thefe  difcourage- 
ments  it  often  damps  their  refolution,  deadens  their 
endeavours,  and  flops  that  vigorous  and  fuccefsful 
exertion  of  their  talents,  which  they  might  other- 
wife  make. 

The  dread  of  this  fatal  malady  often  likewife  pre¬ 
vents  men  from  paying  the  tendereft  duties  of  life, 
and  over-rules  the  ftrongeft  emotions  of  pity  or  af- 
feCtion.  By  this  fo  infuperable  a  barrier  is  placed  be¬ 
tween  the  neareft  relations,  that  they  cannot  pafs  to 
each  other  under  the  moft  preffing  circumftances  of 
affliction  and  diftrefs.  Friends  dare  not  pay  their 
attendance  at  the  fick-bed,  when  the  offices  of  friend- 

C  fflip 
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fhip  are  moft  wanted  :  Thofe,  who  are  joined  to* 
each  other  by  the  neareft  connexions  of  blood  and 
affinity,  are  kept  afunder  in  fpite  of  the  ftrongeft  calls 
of  nature ;  even  parents  are  retrained  from  bidding 
the  laft  farewel  to  their  dying  children.

How  hazardous  this  diftemper  is,  when  cairght  by 
natural  contagion,  appears  from  the  agreeing  tefti- 
mony  of  thofe,  who  have  carefully  obferved  in  dif¬ 
ferent  places  the  proportion  of  deaths,  which  it  oc- 
cafions.  And  when  it  does  not  deftroy  life  itfelf, 
how  often  does  it  take  away  its  moft  valuable  blef- 
lings  (j)  ?  what  lofs  do  they  often  fuftain,  who  yet 
efcape  the  laft  marks  of  its  fury  !  how  broken  in 
their  conftitution,  how  maimed  in  their  limbs,  how 
disfigured  in  their  perfons ! 

With  regard  to  its  ill  eftedts  on  the  welfare  of  the 
community,  moft  perfons  have  been  witnefles  to 
that  anxiety  and  terror,  which  the  appearance  of 
this  diftemper  ftrikes  into  villagers,  and  occafions  in 
lefs  frequented  parts  of  the  country.  When  the  in¬ 
fection  breaks  out  in  a  city  or  town,  it  fpreads  an 
immediate  and  univerfal  alarm  thro’  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  ^ 

(f)  Among  all  the  cafes  of  inoculation  at  Genoa,  where  this 
procefs  greatly  prevails,  there  is  hardly  one  where  the  diftemper  was 
of  the  confluent  fort,  and  none  of  the  patients  have  been  pitted. 
Dr.  Batini  fays,  in  his  letter  to  Dr.  Maty,  4  That  he  has  fometimes, 
4  tho’  feldom,  obferved  the  fecondary  fever;  but  that  it  always  was 
‘  {lighter  than  in  the  natural  diforder,  and  never  attended  with  any

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hood  5  and  by  keeping  the  hufbandman  at  a  diftance, 
cuts  off  that  neceffary  fupply  of  provifions,  on  which 
they  depend  for  their  fubfiftence. 

This  folicitude  and  dejeftion  of  mind,  as  they  are 
hurtful  in  all  diftempers,  are  found  to  be  of  the 
word:  confequence  in  this  ;  which,  tho’  fatal  every 
where,  makes  the  greateft  devaftation  in  crowded 
and  populous  places  ;  in  garrifons,  or  fhips  of  war, 
or  trading  cities.  Its  danger  and  malignity  become 
there  greatly  increafed  5  it  rages  with  redoubled  fury  ; 
and  fweeps  away,  as  authentic  accounts  teftify,  a  fifth 
part,  or  fometimes  more,  a  fifth  of  thofe  whom  it  feifes. 

(g)  The  great  detriment,  which  fuch  Ioffes  bring 
to  any  country,  is  too  obvious  to  want  explanation  $ 
it  is  of  the  utmoft  concern  to  the  whole  commu¬ 
nity  ;  but  is  mod  fenfibly  felt  in  thofe  places,  which 
it  immediately  affedls.  The  regular  courfe  of  in- 
duftry  is  hereby  fufpended,  and  the  mod  flourishing 
ftate  of  manufa&ures  endangered  ;  the  mod  impor¬ 
tant  expeditions  may  be  hereby  defeated,  and  even 
the  neceffary  means  of  felf-defence  loft  ;  when  the

(g)  With  what  horror  do  we  read,  that  in  the  ages  of  darknefs 
the  fuperftition  of  the  Druids  facrificed  human  victims  to  their 
deities ;  yet  in  this  enlighten'd  and  philofophic  age  we  are  not  a- 
ware,  that  every  year  by  our  ignorance,  our  prejudicies,  our  indif¬ 
ference  to  the  good  of  mankind,  we  devote  to  death,  in  France  only, 
28,000  fubje£ts,  which  it  would  be  in  our  power  to  preferve  to  the 
ftate.  Surely  we  muft  confefs,  we  are  neither  philofophers  nor  pa¬ 
triots.

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great  bodies  of  our  artificers,  our  feamen  or  our 
foldiers  are  fo  reduced  by  the  fudden  and  fatal  at¬ 
tacks  of  this  deftrudtive  malady.

Now,  if  by  any  eafy  operation  of  art  its  fymptoms 
may  be  alleviated,  and  its  danger  abated ;  if  by  any 
method,  whether  it  were  found  out  in  an  ignorant 
or  improved  age,  the  ftrength  and  malignity  of  this 
diftemper  may  be  lefifened,  and  the  blefiing  of  life 
in  many  inftances  preferved  $  if  the  ( h )  fadt  could 
be  afcertained  with  clearnefs  and  certainty,  that 
relief  was  afforded  and  fuccefs  obtained  in  a  variety 
of  open  trials  would  many  arguments  be  wanted  to 
recommend  and  encourage  the  practice  of  fo  falu- 
tary  a  difcovery  ?  The  animal  creation  below  us  are 
directed  by  a  blind  fort  of  impulfe,  which  we  call 
inftindt,  to  prevent  or  abate  the  ill  efifedts  of  thofe  dif- 
orders  to  which  they  are  fubjedt;  and  fhall  man, 
who  is  pofTefled  of  higher  faculties  and  endowments, 
who  boafts  of  the  advantages  and  fuperiority  of  his 
reafon  ?  fhall  man  not  have  recourfe  to  an  obvious 
method  of  relief,  which  Providence  has  put  in  his 

power, 

( h )  Thofe  principles  in  our  nature,  which  are  fufceptible  of  this 
contagion,  tho’  they  are  not  liable  to  undergo  a  change  by  any 
power  of  medicine,  fufficient  to  prevent  the  influence  of  variolous 
infection ;  yet  experience  convinceth  us,  that  the  manner  of  pro¬ 
pagating  the  diftemper  produceth  a  very  different  efFe£l ;  and  there 
can  be  no  occaflon  to  enforce  the  truth  of  this  opinion  by  argu¬ 
ment,  fmce  God’s  providence  hath  appeared,  in  the  fuccefs  of  ino¬ 
culation,  fo  much  in  favour  of  that  practice. Dr.  FrewerC sTradt,

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power,  for  one  of  the  moft  malignant  diftempers, 
to  which  the  lot  of  mortality  is  expofed  ? 

Let  us  furvey  then  fome  of  thofe  manifeft  advan- 
tages,  which  may  be  prefumed  to  arife  from  this 
practice;  without  entering  into  any  of  the  nicer  en¬ 
quiries,  which  may  depend  on  medical  knowledge, 
or  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  frame  of 
the  human  body. —  And  certainly  a  feafon  of  the 
moft  proper  temperature  may  be  chofen  for  com¬ 
municating  this  diftemper.  Violent  heats  and  colds 
may  be  doubtlefs  avoided  (/),  excefs  in  either  of 
which  has  been  found  hurtful  in  fome  ftages  of  its 

Accidental  diforders  alfo  may  be  removed,  ha¬ 
bitual  ones  relieved,  and  the  ftate  of  the  body  duly 
prepared  by  proper  applications  of  medicine,  diet, 
and  exercife,  to  receive  the  infedion.  If  this  weighty 
matter  be  left  to  accident,  the  poifon  may  be  taken 
in  at  the  moft  unfavourable  time,  when  the  confti- 
tution  is  moft  indifpofed  for  its  reception,  when  the 
fpirits  are  under  fome  occasional  depreffion,  or  when 
the  blood  is  heated  by  fatigue  or  intemperance.  Nay 
the  diftemper  is  moft  likely  to  be  caught  under  this 
indifpofition  of  body.  It  will  probably  be  moft  ex¬ 
pofed 

(/)  We  fee  in  fummer  the  fmall-pox  attended  with  fymptoms  that 
fignify  a  ftrong  putrefaction,  and  in  winter  an  inflammation. — Ac¬ 
count  of  Inoculation  by  David  Schultz,  p.  j  36.  a 
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pofed  to  the  attack,  when  it  is  leaft  able  to  refift  its 
violence.  Whereas,  if  this  difxemper  be  communi¬ 
cated  to  any  one  by  his  own  confent,  he  will  in  com¬ 
mon  prudence  obferve  fuch  rules  of  living,  as  are 
found  by  experience  to  weaken  its  force,  and  to  abate 
its  malignity. 


Befides  this  due  temperament  of  body,  a  mild  and 
favourable  fort  may  be  ufed,  where  the  difeafe  is 
given  by  inoculation;  which  is  one _ very  probable 
means  of  leflening  its  danger.  It  is  found  by  ex¬ 
perience,  that  the  worft  and  moft  malignant  kinds 
carry  with  them  the  greateft  degree  of  infection ;  fo 
that  to  thefe  he  is  moft  expofed,  who  will  receive 
the  diftemper  only  in  the  way  of  natural  contagion. 

It  is  alfo  a  circumftance  of  no  little  weight,  that 
when  the  fmall-pox  is  communicated  by  an  incifion 
made  (k)  in  the  extremities  of  the  body,  thefe  are 

found 

(/£)  One  incifion  has  been  thought  fufficient ;  and  the  reafon  that 
two  have  been  fometimes  made,  is  to  procure  by  means  of  two  out¬ 
lets  an  eafier  difcharge  of  the  variolous  matter. — Sometimes  all,  or 
almoft  all  the  venom  runs  through  the  two  openings  ;  the  patient 
has  then  but  one  or  two  puftules,  and  fometimes  not  one.  He  is 
however  not  the  lefs  clear  of  the  feeds  of  the  fmall-pox,  nor  the 
lefs  fafe  from  a  frefh  infedfion. 

If  the  morbific  matter  be  applied  to  ever  fo  many  places,  it  will 
have  the  fame  efFedt  in  every  one  ;  for  this  reafon  I  have  wholly 
given  up  an  opinion  I  had  efpoufed,  from  a  fuppofition,  that  dis¬ 
charges  from  more  inoculated  places  than  one,  would  be  of  advan- 
tange  to  the  patient,  by  carrying  off  a  greater  quantity  of  humours, 

by 
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found  to  be  more  affedled,  and  fuller  of  eruptions. 
The  force  of  the  difeafe  will  wafte  itfelf  there,  and 
not  affedt  fo  much  the  more  vital  parts.  Whereas, 
when  the  infection  is  received  by  the  nofe  or  breath, 
the  head  or  lungs  are  ufually  more  loaded  with  the 
morbid  matter ;  which  is  always  uneafy,  often  danger¬ 
ous  to  the  patient. 

Now  the  hiftory  of  fadts,  which  is  the  mod  fatif- 
fadtory  and  convincing  evidence  in  this  matter,  great¬ 
ly  tends  to  confirm  and  verify  thefe  obfervations ; 
and  we  have  the  concurring  teftimony  of  various 
perfons,  who  were  fufficient  judges,  as  well  as  wit- 
neffes  of  what  they  relate  ;  men  of  acknowledged  pro¬ 
bity,  of  different  places,  of  different  opinions;  many 
of  them  prejudiced  at  firft  againft  the  novelty  of  the 
invention,  and  doubtful  about  the  fuccefs  of  it.  Thefe 
have  given  faithful  and  circumftantial  accounts  of 
fuch  material  circumftances  relative  to  this  affair,  as 
fell  under  their  notice  5  and  they  all  tend  to  eftablifh 
thefe  truths,  which  are  of  fuch  apparent  ufe  and  be¬ 
nefit  to  the  world —  That  this  pradtice  of  inoculation 
has  been  found  greatly  to  abate  the  ufual  violence, 
and  to  leflfen  the  danger  of  this  fatal  diftemper 
that  it  has  been  from  its  firft  commencement,  as  far 
as  we  can  trace  it,  attended  with  much  fuccefs ;  but 

with 


by  means  of  thofe  drains.  Experience  hath  convinced  me,  that  the 
application  of  the  virofe  matter  to  one  part  only  is  much  the  befh 
« — Dr.  Freweri  s  Tradt,  p.  33,  34.  2 
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with  much  greater,  fince  experience  and  repeated 
trials  have  enabled  men  to  manage  and  condud:  it 
with  more  fldll  (/),  The  great  disproportion  of  thofe 
who  recover  under  this  artificial  method  of  receiving 
the  fmall-pox,  and  of  thofe  who  have  it  in  the  way 
of  natural  contagion,  is  in  icfelf  a  clear  and  decifive 
argument  in  its  favour,  plainly  fhews  how  much  it 
has  contributed  to  the  prefervation  of  human  life, 
and  juftifies  in  the  ftrongeft  manner  the  prudence 
and  expediency  of  the  practice. 


Let  us  then  confider  fome  of  thofe  popular  objec¬ 
tions,  which  have  prevented  its  general  reception  a~ 
mong  us  ;  and  it  is  pleaded  \ft.  That  this  pradice 
has  failed  in  feveral  inftances;  and  why  fhould  we 
encourage,  what  muft  be  allowed  to  be  attended  with 
fome  danger  ?■ — For  this  plain  and  undeniable  reafon,

(/)  Mr.  Winchefter,  furgeon  to  the  Foundling  Hofpita],  loft  but 
one  of  1 86  inoculated  children,  and  but  one  of  370  cafes  in  his 
private  practice.  Mr.  Frewin,  of  Rye,  declares,  that  having  ino¬ 
culated  upwards  of  300  people,  he  had  but  one  mifcarriage.  Mr. 
Ranby  had  not  one  iingle  mifcarriage  in  1200  cafes  j  and  Mr. 
Middleton  not  one  in  800. 

Timoni,  in  his  letter  t;o  Dr.  Woodward,  fays,  that  he  never  faw 
but  two  children  die  under  inoculation,  and  they  were  afHidted  with 
fit s,  and  fcrophulous. 

Patients  admitted  into  this  Hofpital  for  the  laft  year,  who  had  the

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I  think,  that  we  may  avoid  a  greater  danger.  Its 
tendency  to  fecure  in  a  better  manner,  and  to  prolong 
man’s  life,  feems  to  make  it  conformable  to  ftridt 
morals,  certainly  makes  it  eligible  in  point  of  pru¬ 
dence.  Its  fuccefs  is  render’d  probable  by  the  recital 
of  plain  fadts ;  and  in  equitable  confederation  we  ought 
not,  by  the  conflitution  of  things  we  cannot,  in  the 
common  tranfadtions  and  commerce  of  life  we  do  not 
require  more,  than  this* 

Whatever  methods  we  can  take  to  abate  the  force 
of  other  diftempers,  are  at  befl  but  probable ;  every 
other  application  of  medical  fkill  has  been  unfuccefs- 
ful ;  the  fafeft  has  fometimes  proved  fatal;  but  ought 
any  bn  that  account  to  be  difcouraged  or  difufed  ? — ■ 
The  materials,  indeed,  of  which  we  are  made,  the 
variety  of  fecret  accidents  to  which  we  are  expofed, 
our  ignorance  of  the  relation  between  ordinary  caufes 
and  effedts  fully  fhew,  that  we  were  defigned  to  adt 
only  upon  probabilities ;  in  all  the  various  concerns 
and  purfuits  of  life  we  do  adt  upon  them  ;  the  nature 
and  condition  of  our  being  are  fuch,  that  we  can  adt 
upon  no  other. 

But  it  is  faid,  and  juftly  faid,  that  we  ought  not  to 
do  what  is  morally  evil,  for  the  fake  of  attaining  any 
natural  good  ;  and  do  we  not  by  bringing  a  diltemper 
on  any  one,  which  may  prove  mortal,  invade  the  in¬ 
communicable  right  of  that  being,  to  whom  alone 
belong  the  iflues  of  life  and  death  ?”

This 
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This  objection  is  rather  fpecious  than  folid,  and 
tho’  it  may  look  plaufible,  it  has  no  grounds  to  fup~ 
port  it.  For  what  pretence  is  there  for  calling  a  prac¬ 
tice  in  any  degree  immoral,  which  has  been  found  by 
long  experience  fo  falutary  in  its  effedts,  and  which 
has  unquedionably  faved  the  lives  of  thoufands  ?  If 
the  duty,  we  owe  to  ourfelves,  calls  upon  us  to  confult 
in  the  bed:  manner  we  can,  our  own  welfare  and  fafety, 
we  fhould  rather  be  thought  to  adt  immorally,  and  to 
be  wanting  in  a  proper  attention  to  our  own  fecurity, 
if  we  fhould  overlook  fuch  a  difcovery,  or  negledt  fuch 
a  blefling,  which  providence  has  put  in  our  power. 

This  practice  plainly  tends  to  preferve  and  to  pro*- 
long  human  life  ;  it  has  clear  experience  to  fupport,  it 
has  had  unquedionable  fuccefs  to  encourage  it.  And 
when  we  have  recourfe  to  the  mod  likely  method, 
which  prudence  can  fugged:,  for  fecuring  ourfelves  or 
our  families  from  danger,  are  not  we  adling  mod  a- 
greeably  to  the  dictates  of  religion,  and  of  our  duty  ? 
and  may  we  not  leave  the  event  to  God,  in  an  humble 
and  devout  reliance  on  his  providence  ? 

But  we  invade  by  this  proceeding  the  facred  prero¬ 
gative  of  God,  the  fovereign  difpofer  of  life  and  death ! 
and  yet  we  adt  in  fimilar  cafes  without  any  imputation 
of  invading  his  prerogative  y  we  freely  ufe  medicines 
to  bring  on  fome  difeafes,  or  to  alter  the  conditution  y 
we  occafion  temporary  ficknefs  in  a  medical  way,  that 

we 
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vve  may  unload  the  ftomach  and  avoid  the  danger  of 
greater  ills  ;  we  confent  to  the  lofs  Of  blood,  or  the 
amputation  of  a  limb,  or  to  cutting  for  the  ftone,  to 
promote  health  or  to  preferve  life  ;  operations  always 
painful,  fometimes  dangerous.  We  vilit,  without 
doubting  about  the  morality  of  our  conduct,  fprings 
of  mineral  water  to  fix  conftitutional  diflempers,  and 
to  bring  them  to  a  crifis.  And  what  do  we  more  by 
this  artificial  infertion  of  the  fmall-pox  ;  the  feeds  of 
this  difeafe  lie  difperfed  in  the  frame  of  our  nature, 
liable  to  be  collected  by  accidental  contagion,  and 
kindled  into  a  dangerous  flame.  At  a  proper  feafon, 
when  the  habit  is  cool  and  all  the  outlets  open,  we 
communicate  this  morbific  taint  to  the  blood,  which 
raifes  there  fuch  an  agitation  and  ferment,  as  gather 
the  particles  of  variolous  matter  together,  throw  them 
out  on  the  furface  of  the  body,  and  eradicate  by  a 
natural  difcharge  all  the  materials  and  fuel  of  that 
diflemper  (///). 

Let  us  then,  my  brethren,  <c  not  be  weary  in  this 
inflance  of  well-doing/’  as  we  are  duly  fenfible  of

( m )  It  is  evident,  that  the  venom  of  this  diflemper  can  infedf  us 
but  once;  infomuch  that  that  pabulum  in  our  bodies,  which  is  pro¬ 
ductive  of  this  difeafe,  being  totally  taken  away  by  the  contagion  it 
hath  received,  is  thereby  eradicated  ;  fo  that  there  remains  nothing 

afterwards,  on  which  this  morbific  matter  can  have  any  efFe£I. - 

Dr,  Frewen’s  Tradl  called,  Some  Reafons  given  againft  an  opinion,

When  inoculation  was  begun,  many  accidents  were  fpoken  of, 
how  people  which  had  been  inoculated  had  the  fmall-pox  again  ; 
fince  it  is  become  a  general  practice,  no  one  can  produce  a  fingle 
inflance. - Account  of  Inoculation,  by  D.  Schultz. 
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its  good  tendency  and  beneficial  effeds.  Let  us  ra¬ 
ther,  animated  by  a  proper  fenfe  of  its  extenfive  utility, 
endeavour  to  improve  the  plan,  and  fupply  what  is 
neceflary  to  compleat  this  humane  inftitution.  Num¬ 
bers  of  our  poor  brethren,  who  are  now  harafled  by 
the  apprehenfion,  or  fuftering  under  the  pain  of  this 
malady,  cannot  be  admitted  into  this  receptacle  of 
diftrefs,  or  their  admiffion  muft  be  deferred,  perhaps 
till  it  be  too  late  deferred,  from  the  narrownefs  of  its 
buildings,  or  the  fcantinefs  of  its  provifion.  Let  us 
then  all  unite,  in  proportion  to  our  feveral  abilities,  to 
carry  on  this  excellent  defign  ;  let  us  apply  fome  part 
of  that,  which  Providence  has  entrufted  to  our  care, 
to  promote  and  enlarge  tins  noble  foundation,  that  it 
may  extend  its  relief  and  afliftance  to  all,  who  fiand 
in  need  of  it ;  that  the  doors  in  this  houfe  of  mercy 
may  be  open  to  all  the  proper  objeds  of  mercy. 

And  may  that  Being,  who  is  ever  ready  to  hear  the 
fupplications  of  the  miferable,  and  to  affift  the  kind 
endeavours  of  the  merciful;  may  he  by  his  grace  and 
bl  effing  fo  “  multiply  the  good  feed  you  fow,  that  it 
may  be  brought  to  its  proper  maturity  f '  and  thefe 
fruits  of  your  righteoufnefs  be  fo  increafed  and  grow  to 
perfedion,  as  to  promote  in  the  moft  effedual  manner 
his  glory  and  the  good  of  man. 

And  to  that  gracious  Being  be  afcribed,  as  is  moft  * 

due,  all  praife  and  power,  &c.

Rife ,  Progrefs ,  and  State  of  the  HOSPITALS, 
for  relieving  poor  People  afliidled  with  the 
Small-Pox,  and  for  Inoculation; 

From  its  Firft  Institution  (26  September  1746) 

to  24  March  1763. 


HIS  HOSPITAL  was  inftituted  in  the  Year  1746,  Rife* 
fupported  by  alSubfcription  then  made  by  feveral  No¬ 
blemen,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen,  who  were  defirous 
that  a  Charity  ufeful  in  itfelf,  and  To  beneficial  to  the 
Public,  might  be  begun  near  this  Great  Metropolis,  there  not  be¬ 
ing  any  Hospital  of  this  Kind  in  Europe. 


The  Relief  of  the  Necefiitous  under  that  fevere,  naufeous, 
and  frequent  Diftemper,  The  SMALL-POX,  is  a  Work  ot 
Charity  fo  evidently  attended  with  many  beneficial  Circumftances, 
as  well  to  the  Public  as  to  the  unhappy  Objects,  that  it  is  in  reality 
not  a  little  ((range,  that  the  eftablilhing  a  Fund  for  fuch  a  Charity 
(hould  be  a  Defign  of  no  longer  (landing. 

It  is  univerfally  agreed,  that  amongft  all  Diftempers,  to  which 
Providence  has  made  the  Human  Body  liable,  there  is  none  fo  af~ 
fli&ing,  fo  alarming,  or  which  demands  fuch  careful,  fpeedy,  and 
continual  Afliftance,  as  the  SM  ALL-POX  ;  to  which  the  in¬ 
ferior  Sort  of  People  are  at  leaft  equally  liable  with  thofe  in  a  higher 
Sphere  of  Life,  though  utterly  unable  to  fupport  themfelves  under 
fo  dreadful  a  Malady,  or  to  procure  the  neceftary  Means  for  their 
Recovery. 


As  this  Difeafe  is  fo  frightful,  even  in  its  firft  Appearance,  and 
at  the  fame  time  contagious,  and  almoft  inevitable,  Families  of  all 
Degrees  are  thrown  into  the  utmoft  Confufion,  when  it  invades 
any  Perfon  amongft  them,  let  his  or  her  Station  be  what  it  will. 
To  keep  a  Servant  in  fuch  a  Condition  is,  generally  fpeaking,  ex¬ 
ceedingly  inconvenient :  To  thruft  them  out  of  Doors  under  fuch 
Circumftances,  always  inhuman,  commonly  fatal.  How  agree¬ 
able  therefore,  muft  the  Information  prove  to  all  confiderate  and 

charitable 
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charitable  Perfons,  that  for  removing  of  thefe  Difficulties,  for  fe- 
curing  private  Families,  and  for  the  Prefervation  ot  the  wretched  In¬ 
dividuals,  labouring  under  this  Difeafe,  there  is  already  eftablifhed. 


An  HOSPITAL  for  the  Small-Pox, 

where  Perfons  of  both  Sexes,  and  of  all  Ages,  may  be  carefully 
provided  for,  both  as  to  Phyfic  and  Diet,  and  properly  attended 
in  that  calamitous  Condition  ;  and  this  at  a  very  eafy  Expence  to 
t lie  Governors,  who  by  their  charitable  Contributions  fupport  the 
Fund  for  fo  glorious,  and  fo  compaffionate  an  Undertaking,  which, 
only  to  mention,  is  to  recommend.  A  needlefs  Pomp  of  Words 
would  rather  obfcure,  than  illuffr ate  this  Defign  ;  the  Utility  and 
Humanity  of  which,  all,  who  have  the  fmalleff  Attention  orTen- 
dernefs,  cannot  fail  to  comprehend. 

As  what  has  been  Paid  fufficiently  fhews,  how  well-adapted  a 
Charity  this  is,  in  refpect  to  fuch  as  are  afflicted  with  this  Difeafe 
in  the  Natural  Way  ;  fo  the  other  Part  of  the  Scheme,  which  has 
a  Tendency  to  prefer.ve  our  Species  from  the  Ravages  of  this  in¬ 
fectious  Malady,  bv  rendering  it  lefs  malignant  and  lefs  detractive, 
in  the  Way  of  Inoculation,  delerves  likewife  public  Appro¬ 
bation  and  effectual  Encouragement. 

The  Objections  that  have  been  made  againft  this  Practice,  are 
founded  rather  in  an  Averfion  to  Novelty,  however  ufeful,  than 
in  an  Adherence  to  Reafon  and  Experience.  The  ftrange  Impu¬ 
tation  that  a  well-eftabliffied  Method  of  preferving  many  Lives,  is 
an  Attempt  upon  the  Prerogative  of  the  Almighty,  will  make  no 
Impreffion  upon  any,  who  confider  that  the  fame  Thing  may  be 
urged  againft  exhibiting  Medicines  at  all,  either  fanative  or  preven¬ 
tive,  and  the  extraordinary  Methods  that  are  often  neceffary  to  be 
made  ufe  of,  to  flop  the  Progrefs  of  any  particular  Difeafe. 

The  Benefits  of  Inoculation  appear  every  Year,  by  frefh 
T rials,  greater  and  more  certain.  This  dreadful,  this  deflructive 
Difiemper  is  thereby  rendered  mild  and  manageable,  and  becomes 
rather  a  Purgation  of  the  Body  from  the  latent  Seeds  of  an  ex¬ 
pected  Difeafe,  than  creating  a  Difeafe  itfelf.  It  delivers  People 
from  thofe  Apprehenfions,  with  which,  till  they  have  had  the 
SMALL-POX,  they  are  always  haunted.  It  frees  them  from 
the  Objections,  that  are  continually  made  to  their  being  received 
into  any  Family,  while  they  remain  expofed  to  that  Difeafe  in  the 

2  Natural 
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Natural  Way.  It  gives  them  Courage  to  enter  into  the  Service  of 
their  Country,  either  by  Land  or  Sea  ;  and  protects  them,  while  in 
that  Service,  from  the  Rifque  of  being  carried  off,  for  want  of 
thofe  Accommodations,  which  Camps  and  Ships  rarely  fupply. 

To  all  thefe,  if  we  add  the  general  and  great  Confideration  of 
preferving  fo  many  Lives,  which  may  evidently  arife  from  thefe 
different  Ways  of  having  the  Difeafe,  (for  upon  a  general  Calcu¬ 
lation,  25  or  30  die  out  of  150  Patients,  having  the  Diftemper  in 
the  Natural  Way,  and  one  only  out  of  this  Number,  when  Ino¬ 
culated,)  it  will  appear,  that  this  is  a  Thing  of  very  high  Im¬ 
portance  ;  and  that  it  is  not  eafy  to  name  an  Undertaking  more 
laudable  in  itfelf,  or  more  beneficial  in  its  Confequenccs,  than  the 
making  a  Provifion,  that  thofe,  who  really  ftand  in  the  greateft 
Need  of  this  Prefervative,  and  yet  from  their  low,  though  ufeful 
Stations  in  Life,  are  precluded  from  it,  fhould  be  refcued  from  a 
Condition,  equally  injurious  to  them  and  to  Society. 

But  as  the  World  will  be  often  divided  in  Sentiments  in  Mat¬ 
ters  of  fuch  a  Nature  ;  fo,  by  the  Conflitution  of  this  Charity,  due 
Care  is  taken,  that  the  Intentions  of  fuch  well-difpofed  Perfons, 
as  (hall  contribute  to  any  Branch  of  it,  fhall  be  punctually  anfwer’d. 
For  they  may  direct  their  Benefadlions  to  be  beflowed  upon  fuch 
Perfons  only,  as  are  infedled  with  the  Natural  SMALL-POX  ; 
or,  if  they  judge  the  promoting  Inoculation  the  more  benefi¬ 
cial,  they  may  confine  their  Gifts  thereto;  or,  if  given  without 
any  Diflindlion,  it  will  be  applied  to  the  general  Fund,  both  for 
Natural  SMALL-POX  and  for  Inoculation. 

To  thefe  Confiderations,  it  is  proper  to  add  one  Circumftance, 
which,  duly  confidered,  cannot  but  have  great  Weight  with  all,, 
who  have  any  Feeling  for  their  Fellow-Creatures  in  Diflrefs  ; 
which  is,  that  it  is  an  HOSPITAL,  in  Aid  of  all  other  Hofpi- 
tals,  being  calculated,  by  its  very  Conflitution,  to  receive  thofe 
miferable  Creatures,  whom  the  Rules  of  all  other  Charities  ex- 
prefsly  and  prudentially  exclude. 

As  this  ufeful  and  neceffary  Charity  loudly  calls  for  further 
Afliftance,  may  it  not  be  juflly  hoped,  that  many  pious  and  com- 
paflionate  Hands  will  bountifully  contribute  to  the  Support,  Conti¬ 
nuance,  and  Enlargement  of  a  Defign,  which  Reafon,  good  Po¬ 
licy,  Humanity,  and  Religion  fo  powerfully  recommend

And  that  for  receiving  them,  when  the  Difeafe  appears,  and  for 
the  Reception  of  Patients  in  the  Natural  Way*  is  in  Cold  Bath - 
fields ,  containing  one  Hundred  and  Thirty  Beds  for  Patients. 


General  Stated  General  Courts  are  held  half-yearly,  to  wit,  the  one 
Courts.  between  Lady-day  and  Midfummer ,  and  the  other  between  Michael- 
tnas  and  Chriflmas  ;  Notice  of  which  is  fent  to  each  Governor,  as 
well  as  publicly  advertifed. 


Prefi dents,  A  Prefident,  Four  Vice-Prefidents,  and  aTreafurer,  are  annually 

&c.  eledfed  out  of  the  Governors. 


Commit -  AHoufe-Committee  of  Thirteen  Governors  ischofen  half-yearly, 

tee.  who  meet  the  firft  Thurfday  in  the  Month  at  Ten  in  the  Forenoon 
at  the  HOSPITAL  in  Cold  Bath-fields ,  and  the  other  Thurfday s 
at  Child’s  CofFee-Houfe  in  St.  Paul’s  Church-yard ,  at  Five  in  the 
Afternoon,  to  tranfadl  the  Bufinefs  of  the  HOSPITALS;  at 
which  Meetings  all  Governors  prefent  have  a  Vote,  and  their  At¬ 
tendance  will  be  efteemed  a  Favour. 

There  are  a  Secretary,  two  Apothecaries,  a  MefTenger,  Ma¬ 
trons,  proper  Nurfes,  C Sc. — No  Fee ,  Reward ,  or  Gratuity ,  to  be 
taken  from  any  Patients ,  Tradefinen ,  or  other  Perfons ,  on  account 
of  the  HOSPITALS ,  on  Pain  of  Expulfion. 


Governors  ^'irty  Guineas  conftitutes  a  Governor  for  Life  ;  Five  Guineas 
S>ualifiu  ~Per  ^nnum>  a  Governor  during  fuch  Subfcription,  or  after  two  fuch 
tion.  annual  Subfcriptions  any  Perfon,  by  paying  not  lefs  than  Twenty 
Guineas ,  on  or  before  the  14th  of  October ,  1764,  becomes  a  Gover¬ 
nor  for  Life.  Smaller  BenefadPons  are  accepted  with  Gratitude. 


Privilege. 


Every  Governor  has  a  Vote  at  all  General  Courts  and  Com¬ 
mittees,  and  is  entitled  to  have  one  Patient  on  the  Lift  for  Inocu- 
tation,  and  one  in  the  Houfe  for  the  Natural  Way,  at  the  fame 
Time.  Ladies  have  the  fame  Privilege,  and  may  vote,  by  Proxies, 
at  all  Elections, 


Every 


Every  Annual  Subfcriber  is  entitled  to  have  one  Patient  in  the 
Hofpital  for  the  Natural  Way  at  a  Time,  provided  there  are  three 
Beds  for  Men,  and  two  for  Women  Patients,  in  Referve  for  Go¬ 
vernors  Recommendations. 

A  Committee  of  Accompts  of  Seven  Governors  is  annually  chofe 
at  the  General  Court  held  between  Ladyday  and  Midfummer ,  who 
meet  at  lead  once  a  Quarter  to  examine  and  audit  all  Tradesmens 
Bills,  which  are  afterwards  ordered  by  the  Houfe-Committee  for 
Payment. 

The  Accounts  are  regularly  kept,  and  open  at  all  Times  for 
the  Infpedtion  of  the  Governors. 

Two  Governors  are  appointed  Vifitors  by  the  Houfe-Cormrnt-  Vifihrs* 
tee,  for  fix  Months,  who  frequently  attend  the  Hofpital  for  Inos¬ 
culation  ;  and  alfo  the  Hofpital  for  the  Natural  Way,  alternately  ; 
to  infpedl  into  the  Condudl  and  Management  of  the  Officers,  Ser¬ 
vants,  anti  others  therein. 

Every  Perfon  deftitute  of  Friends,  or  Money,  and  labouring ObjeSfs. 
under  this  melancholy  Difeafe,  or  defirous  of  being  inoculated, 
is  a  proper  Objedt  of  this  Charity. 

Patients  in  the  Natural  Way  are  received  every  Day;  but  Natural 
Enquiry  mull  firft  be  made  if  there  is  Room  *  to  prevent  the  Dan-  Patients. 
ger  and  Expence  of  a  Difappointment. 

Patients  for  Inoculation  are  received  about  eight  times  Inoculate 
in  the  Year,  of  which  timely  Notice  is  given  in  the  Public  Ad-*»£  Pa - 
vertiser.  Men  and  Boys  at  one  time,  and  Women  and  Girls  at tients, 
another,  alternately  ;  and  the  Governors  are  defired  to  be  careful 
in  recommending  none  but  thofe  who  are  really  Poor,  as  a  want 
of  that  Care  will  be  an  Injury  to  proper  Objedls.  Governors  are 
defired  to  fend  their  Recommendations  as  foon  as  figned  to  the 
Apothecary  at  the  Houfe  of  Preparation,  in  IJVmgton ,  which  will 
be  by  him  immediately  enter’d  on  the  Books,  and  when  the  Turn 
of  fuch  Perfon,  fo  recommended,  Cortles  for  Admittance,  a  Let¬ 
ter  will  be  fent  for  his  or  her  Attendance,  which,  if  pundtually 
obferved,  they  will  be  admitted. 

If  any  Perfons  omit  to  attend  according  to  their  Turn  on  the 
Admiffion-days,  they  will  be  excluded,  and  cannot  have  the  Be- 
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nefit  of  this  Charity,  without  firft  obtaining  a  new  Recommenda¬ 
tion. 

There  is  no  Charge  attending  the  Admiffion  of  Patients  for 
Inoculation;  but  for  Patients  in  the  Natural  Way,  a  Dtpoiite  of 
One  Pound  Two  Shillings ,  to  anfwer  the  Expences  of  Burial  in  cafe 
of  Death,  or  to  be  returned  to  the  Per  foil  who  paid  the  fame, 
when  difcharg’d  the  HOSPITAL. 

For  the  fake  of  the  Patients,  and  for  fear  of  fpreading  this  dan¬ 
gerous  Infection,  it  is  neceiTary  to  forbid  Strangers  to  vifit  therm  ; 
and  therefore  it  is  hoped  that  the  Affection  or  Curiofity  of  particular 
Perfons  will  not  be  offended  at  this  unavoidable  Precaution. 

Proper  Dreffes  are  provided  for  the  Patients,  and  worn  by  them 
while  their  own  Cl  oaths  are  fumigated  with  Brimffone,  which  is 
always  done  before  their  Difcharge.
